Couzens' Bill Would 
Ask Strict 
Control 
For Power Companies 


Washington 
March 12 
Strict government regulation 
of 
companlefi 
producing, 
transmit- 
ting or distributing power in in- 
terstate commerce was proposed 
In a bill introduced today by Sen- 
ator Couiens, Republican, Michi- 
gan. 


The bill would extend the pow- 
ers of the federal power commis 
sion to bring steam as well as wa- 
ter power distribution under Its 
supervision.

state rates, and of the Issuance of 
securities by holding companies 
It would require reporting by th«' 
compsnles and their management

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STARVING DEER 
REPORT AGAIN 


Carcasses Lying Along 
the Highway, Says 
Newspaper 


DAINTY CURLS FOR OUR GIRLS AGAIN 


Anxious to get at the root of the 
amiual complaints 
received 
from 
the vicinity of Alpena concerning 
deer dying of starvation, the game 
dirision of the department of con­ 
servation has sent V. H. Cahalane 
to investigate. 
For some time Mr. 
Cahalane has been specializing in 
deer troubles. 


Nearly every spring for several 
years the department has received 
, report from the Turtle Lake dis­ 
trict that the deer are in bad con­ 
dition. and has been urged to pro­ 
vide • artlficia] feed. 
Anticipating 
more <}ue8tionB of this sort, early 
in FebrnaiT four conservation offi­ 
cers inT^ttfat«d %ht> deer situation 
in the swamps north 
of 
Turtle 
Lake and reported that there was 
no cause tor, alarm over the Turtle 
L*ke deer t^ls winter. 


“Can’t Reach Food” 


Now statements have been quot­ 
ed in a Lansing newspaper that 
with *'a distance of one and a quar­ 
ter miles six carcasses of deer were 
IsrtiiK along the road"; that fann- 
m "have found carcasses of young 
dMr in the woods, starvation being 
the cause of death"; and that “the 
deer were all young ones and they 
glre as the cause of death the in­ 
ability of the smaller deer to reach 
the brush and boughs that supply 
succulance." 


The game division will attempt 
to determine Just how many dead 
deer can be found and what they 
died from. 


Mr. Cahalane will see for himself 
the condition of the yarding areas 
where the deer are reported to be 
in dlfflculties, and will make a spe­ 
cial effort to pick up all the dead 
deer he can fiv e 
them 
detailed 
post mortem ezamlnationa. He will 
examine 
the 
carcasses 
on 
the 
ground or will ship them to the 
Univereity of Michican laboratories 
for further or more detailed work, 
as may seem best. 


Aek •pertamen’a Help 
In letters sent to a score of per­ 
sons living in the Alpena district, 
the game division has aaked that 
“anyone knowing of or finding a 
dead deer in the woods, should 
bring it out to some farm or town 
where it can be put in a shed or 
otherwise be protected and kept 
frozen, or should deliver or report 
it to Wardens Charles B. Eagle of 
Hillman. Lester G. Haken at Spratt, 
or Benjamin J. Napper at Alpena. 


“If it is thought that a number 
of dead deer can be found in cer­ 
tain areas we shall appreciate It If 
Interested sportsmen will organise 
a hunt and send in parties to locate 
and bring out the carcasses," the 
letter continues. 


Stop Wild Stories 
“E v ^ deer brought in should 
have atuched to It a tag telling 
in detail by whom It was found, 
when and where it was found, in 
what sort of cover (cedar swamp, 
hardwood side-hill, etc.) and any­ 
thing else which may bear on the 
cause of a death. 


*'li a considerable number of car- 
cusses are assembled, so as to dem- 
oiiBtrate that these stories of many 
dead deer are based on sober fact, 
we shall make every effort to find 
out In detail the causes of death, 
and to take measures to reduce 
such troubles in the future; but if 
very few carcasses are located and 
dellveivd, or if the examinations in­ 
dicate that the causes of death are 
various and unpreventable (such as 
old wounds ( parasites, pneumonia

Window and Plate Glass 
Rates Restored; to 
Reconsider Sugar

one of th e liveliest sessions in Its 
six m onths consideration of the 
tariff, th e senate today restored to 
th e H&wley-Smoot bill th e exist­ 
ing rate on window plate glass, 
refused again to Increase th e duty 
on pig Iron, and agreed to vote 
at th e outset tom orrow on a m o­ 
tion to reconsider the Increase In 
th e sugar levy. 
The senate hesrd a dem and by 
S enator Blaine. Republican, W is­ 
consin, that the lobby com m ittee 
sum m on Herbert J. G rant .presi­ 
d en t of the Mormon church, for 
questioning about his activities in 
W ashington the day 
th e 
senate 
voted to increase the su g a r tariff. 
S m oot Objects 
Senator 
Smoot, 
Republican, 
U tah, himself a high

u lars voting with th e coalition 
against the raise.

In upsetting the coalition on 
glass, approval was given, by a 
40 to 34 vote, to the rate pro­ 
claimed by th e president last year 
on window glass.

A large proportion of the ser­ 
ious accidents that occur to hu­ 
man beings take place in the 
home. Mark Tw’ain 
emphasized 
the fact that more people die in 
bed than any place else. 


Around the home people catch 
their fingers in doors, bang their 
eyes Into all sorts of fixtures, 
fall off step-ladders 
and down 
steps, become 
asphyxiated 
by 
leaking gas fixtures, 
and 
cut 
themselves on all sorts of kit­ 
chen appliances. Around a home 
a man can't be too careful. 


Mr. Robert Northrup of the 
Bureau of Industrial Hyjiiene of 
the New York State Department 
of Labor has recently comment­ 
ed on the deadly ice pick. This, 
he Insists, is one of the poorest 
constructed and as.sembled hand 
tools on the market. In li)28 32 
accidents with ice picks occurred 
in New York state for which it 
\va.s necessary to pay compen.sa- 
tion. 


In most cases the accident oc­ 
curs as follows. The person who 
la using the ice pick to break ice 
finds that the shaft slips out of 
the handle and the blunt end of 
the steel goes right through the 
palm of the hand. In cheap ice 
picks the shaft is merely forc­ 
ed Into an 
undersized 
drilled 
hole in the handle. The point of 
the Ice pick sticks in the ice and 
as the handle is not firmly fixed 
it promptly pulls out. 


When a hand is punctured by 
an ice pick the wound la usually 
infected. Such in injury should 
be promptly cleaned and treated 
with an antiseptic such as tinct­ 
ure of iodine or mercurochrome. 
An Infection of the palm of the 
hand Is difficult to control and 


may produce permanent crippl­ 
ing. 


Because of its manner on con­ 
struction the ice pick is an un­ 
balanced instrument. Not infre­ 
quently children get punctured 
wounds of the face or eye when 
the point of the ice 
pick 
re­ 
bounds. In a properly made ice 
pick the handle is cast on to the 
shaft and the end of the shaft is 
deeply scored within 
the cast 
iron head. The handle cannot 
come off and the drive on the 
head forces the point into the 
Ice. 


All sharp Instruments used In 
the home should have a per­ 
manent place safe from children, 
and should always be 
kept 
in 
that place when not actually 
use.

asphyxiated 
by 
leaking gas fixtures, 
and 
cut 
themselves on all sorts of kit­ 
chen appliances. Around a home 
a man c a n ’t be too careful. 
Mr. 
Robert 
Northrop 
of 
the 
Bureau of Industrial Hygiene of 
the New York State Department 
of Labor has recently comment­ 
ed on the deadly Ice pick. This, 
he insists, is one of the poorest 
constructed and assembled hand 
tools on the market. In 192^ 32 
accidents with ice picks occurred 
in New York state for which it. 
was necessary to pay compensa­ 
tion. 
In most c a s e s the accident oc­ 
curs as follows 
The person who 
Is using the ice pick to break Ice 
finds that the shaft slips out of 
the handle and the blunt end of 
the steel goes right through the 
palm of th*1 hand 
In cheap Ice 
picks the shaft 
is merely forc­ 
ed into an 
undersized 
drilled 
hole in the handle. The point of 
the Ice pick sticks in the Ic** and 
as tin* handle is not firmly fixed 
it promptly pulls out 
When a hand is punctured by 
un ice pick the wound is usually 
infected 
Such in 
injury should 
be promptly cleaned and treated 
with an antiseptic such us tinct­ 
ure of iodin** or mercurochrome. 
An Infection of the palm of the 
hand Is difficult to control and 


may 
produce 
permanent crippl­ 
ing. 
Because of its manner on con­ 
struction the Ice pick is an u n ­ 
balanced instrument. Not infre­ 
quently 
children 
get 
punctured 
wounds of th e face or eye when 
the point of the ice 
pick 
re­ 
bounds. In a properly made ice 
pick tile handle is cast on to the 
shaft and the end of the shaft is 
deeply 
scored 
within 
the 
cast 
iron 
head. 
The 
handle 
cannot 
.come off and the drive on the 
head forces the 
point Into the 
Ice. 
All sharp Instruments used in 
the 
home 
should 
have 
a 
per­ 
manent place safe from children, 
and should always be 
kept 
in 
that place when not actually in 
I Use.
